As long as legal liqu or ran ges from $2.50 to $3.50 
a pint as an av erage price in most section s of 
the cou n try for qu ality produ cts, the bootleggei 
will thriv e. The av erage person can n ot an d will 
not pay su ch a price. They will be in clin ed to 
patronize the bootlegger which y ill en cou rage 
the same lamen table con dition s that hav e pre­ 
v ailed in the past. 
If the price is lowered to be within the mean s 
of a majority of the pu blic, those who deman d 
liqu or will readily patron ize legal chan n els in ­ 
stead of the bootlegger. The proposed av erage 
price of $1.50 per qu art is a far cry from the 
presen t high prices. 
Scarcity of su pply an d in adequ ate distribu tion 
ten ds to make high prices at presen t bu t there 
is n o ev iden t ju stification for the ex cessiv e prices 
that prev ail. The situ ation shou ld be in v esti­ 
gated an d those who are practicin g u n fair m eth­ 
ods shou ld be brou ght to task. 
The majority of people fav ored repeal on ly 
becau se they thou ght it would improv e con di­ 
tion s an d n ot becau se they fav ored drin kin g an d 
dru n ken n ess. If repeal does n ot brin g abou t bet­ 
ter con dition s in the v ery n ear fu tu re, the same 
.people will tu rn again st it an d we will hav e to 
tu rn again to the ev ils of prohibition . 
A basic trait of hu m an n atu re seems to bear 
ou t its tru th regardin g the liqu or situ ation as it 
docs in man y other thin gs.
